rather instinctiv ely and unconsciously 
than with eyes fully opened.

ize that they are now face to face with 
a military problem which cannot be 
solv ed by mak eshift. 
Mak eshifts will 
not av ail to k eep '40,000 men, scattered 
from the Philippines to (fiiha, regularly 
supple d with tin* munitions of war and 
with those ‘‘reliefs” that are essential 
to th» welfare of an army when in for­ 
eign places and in unhealthy climates. 
The wastage in this army of 00,000 men 
caused by death, by disease and owing 
t » a short term of enlistment will be 
v ery great, and the ga ps will constantly 
hav e to he tilled from America. 
This 
means an elaborate system of transports 
and a relief system such as exists in the 
British army, with probably 0,000 or 
7 .000 soldiers al ways alloat, either com 
ing home or going out to America’s new 
colonial empire. 
Pay on what is practically activ e 
serv ice in the tropics ought to he dou­ 
ble what it is at home. 
The colonels, 
captains and ev en subalterns in < ’uha 
and the Philippines will he set to do 
most arduous and responsible work , and 
if good 
work is to be done they must be 
well paid. There is no truer maxim in 
statecraft than that power will lie paid. 
If it is not paid officially, it will sooner 
or later pay itself. 
But such self pay­ 
ment means ruin and demoralization. 
That the priv ate soldiers will ho liber 
! ally treated goes without saying. What

The p la n ta tion of Edmond Ros­ 
ta nd’s pla y, “ Cyra no de Bergera c,’’ by 
Richa rd Ma nsfield is the ev ent of the 
thea trica l sea son of 189 8. The pla y ha s 
crea ted a v erita ble sensa tion in New 
York, just a s it did when presented in 
Pa ris by Coquelin. 
The following is a 
short a ccount of the pla y a s told by 
Hora ce B. Fry in the New York Times: 
Sa v inien-Oyra tio de 
Bergera c 
wa s 
born in 1620 in Perigord a nd died in 
1055 in Pa ris. 
He wa s a comic a uthor 
who wa s distinguished by the singu­ 
la rity of his works a s much a s by the 
oddity of his cha ra cter. 
He foretold in 
his ea rliest childhood his purposes in 
life. 
Brought up by a poor cura te, ho 
ga v e ma ny precocious proofs of his un­ 
ruly, v icious a nd qua rrelsome na ture. 
He wa s cha rged with ma iming children 
of Ids v illa ge, persecuting a housekeep­ 
er, a nd Wa s fa mous for ma ny cra zy per­ 
forma nces. When ho loft his birthpla ce 
a nd rea ched Pa ris, he led a life of un­ 
bridled dissipa tion. 
lie wa s ba rely 15 
when M. Ca r bon-Ca s tel J a loux took 
him into his compa ny, composed ex­ 
clusiv ely of Ga scons. 
He wa s ha rdly 
enlisted before his business seemed to 
be getting into duels. 
With him a 
doubtful word, a gtsturo or a gla nce 
from a ny one, in any pla ce, wa s quite 
sufficient wa rra nt fo r a u a ffa ir of hon­ 
or. 
The most frequent 
reaso ns fo r his 
o utbursts were the pleasantries that his 
nose 
o ccasio ned, it v is by nature 
a 
large aquiline o rgan, which its o wner 
had disfigured 
in the mo st gro tesque 
way by the swo rd cuts it had receiv ed 
in his perpetual quarrels. 
This demon of desperado es, a s he wa s 
ca lled in the regiment, aspnv d to the 
renown of pitching 
blindly into the 
grea test da ngers, so a s to be credited 
with getting out <>f them by hi* v a lor. 
The following a re cited a s exa mples of 
this sort: One of ids friends (De Digit 
iere) lea rned tha t a grea t lord ha d 
posted a hundred cutthroa ts on 
his 
tra ck. 
Grea tly a la rmed, he went to bo 
Bergera c for counsel. “ By hea v en!’’ he 
replied. 
“ There a rt* only two things to 
do. 
There’s a sword. 
Follow me! 
1 
wa nt to go a nd help you to ma ke your 
bed.” 
And Cyra no threw himself on 
the a ssa ssins, killing nine a nd putting 
the rest to flight. Once in possession of 
the reputa tion of a fea rless duelist, he 
could commit the most unrea sona ble 
outra ges or insolent buffooneries. 
“ I 
forbid you to a ppea r for a month, ’ he 
told the a ctor Moutfleury, who, disre­ 
ga rding the ca ution, ca me upon the 
boa rds a few da ys la ter. 
As soon a s De 
Bergera c sa w him ho rose in his sea t 
a nd cried, “ Gooff or I ’ll kill you!” 
And the comedia n felt obliged to obey 
the bra wler with the ra pier. 
Ha v ing receiv ed a wound a t the siege 
of Arra s in 1641, De Bergera c, to his 
grea t regret, lv .fi the milita ry serv ice. 
It wa s sa id of him tha t he took up the 
study of philosophy with Ga ssendi, who 
wa s giv ing lessons a lso to Moliere a nd 
others. 
These De Boigera c intimida ted 
into receiv ing him. 
At a ll ev ents he 
succeeded in a study tha t seemed so un- 
suited to his cha ra cter, but he ha d the 
equipment of a good memory a nd a 
greed of knowledge. 
In the yea r 1655 
De Bergera c receiv « *d a sev ere blow’ on 
the hea d, which brought 011 a n illness 
la sting 14 months, when he died in 
1055 a t the a ge of 35. 
One of his rela ­ 
tiv es, a n a bbess in the a bbey—the 
Da ughters of the Gross in the Fa ubourg 
St. Antoine— succeeded
